“The sixth Iowa, which was in doubt for 
a time, has certainly elected Representa- 
tive Lacey, republican; in Kentucy, we 
have elected not only Seitz in the tenth 
district, but Pugh in the ninth; in Kan- 
Sas, we have a solid delegation, although 
it was not until this evening that we put 
Kirkpatrick, the third district, in the 
certain republican column. In Maryland, 
we concede the defeat of Jackson in the 
first district, and McIntyre in the: fourth: 
Minnesota also elected a republican delega- 
tion. Judge Morris defeats Charles Towne 
in the eighth Minnesota district. In Mas-

ocrats in the third, ninth and tenth dis- 
tricts. . According to our advices, the dele- 
gation from New York will stand fifteen 
republicans and nineteen democrats.

The Associated Press figures, based on 
the reports of its correspondents in all 
the states, bear out the estimate of the 
republican chairman.

On the face of the re- 
ports, they are placed in the republican col- 
umn. They may properly belong there, 
but the official count may change them. 
Of the ‘cértain districts the republicans 
have a few the best of it, but 
number of districts in doubt, and perhaps 
enough to turn the situation.

Both committees were fooled in some re- 
spects. It happened that the districts which 
went democratic and which Chairman Bab- 
cock did not count that way came in early 
last night, and he thought it was all up 
with him. On the other hand, Secretary 
Kerr in his estimates placed in the demo- 
cratic column certain districts of which the 
was confident and which the Associated 
Press bulletins last night 
surely democratic. Today it transpired that 
he was fooled in these, and that there had 
been losses in districts where it was least 
expected. This fact explains why both com- 
mittees thought last night that the demo- 
crats had the best of it. 

The estimates made by 
committee were based entirely on Western 
T’nion and Associated Press builet:ns and 
did not depend at all on the pipe dreams 
of enthusiastie chairmen. For this reason 
they were believed to be particularly con- 
servative estimates. 

I‘lat* promised Babcock that there should 
be twenty+wo republican congressmen 
from New York; instead of that number 
there are but fourteen. Babcock expected 
to carry almost all the districts in Penn- 
sylvania, but the democrats made sug- 
stantial gains there. Last night's indica- 
tions pointed to eleven districts in Illinois 
for the democrats, an even division, while 
today it developed that there are but 
nine for that column. California and Kan- 
sas, Nebraska, Missouri, Washington, 
Michigan and other western states do not 
come up to last night's estimates, which 
were highly favorable to the democrats. 

There were republican in unex- 
pected places yesterday; there have been 
democratic losses in unexpected places to- 
Aay. Secretary Kerr felt positive of the 
reliability of his estimate last night, and 
while he ia Inclined to still stick it, 
the indications are strongly against him. 

Chairman Babcock, of the _ republican 
congressional committee, said this evening 
that the house of representatives of the 
fifty-sixth congress would be republican 
without doubt. 

In a statement to the Associated Press 
ti‘s evening Chairman Babcock said: 

“There can be no reasonable argument 
over the political complexion of the next 
house of representatives. It will be re- 
pubdiican beyond a shadow of doubt. Our

The Hold Over Republicans and Those 
Elected Yesterday Will Make Ma- 
jority of Two. 

Washington, November 9.—Republicans 
wil! control the United States senate after 
March 4th next. The present party division 
of the senate, viz: Republicans, 43: demo- 
crats, 34; populists, 6; silver republicans, 6. 
Prior to yesterday's election these figures 
were changed by a republican gain of two 
viz: McComas, of Maryland, who will suc- 
ceed Gorman, and Simon, of Oregon, who 
was elected to fill a vacancy. 

This increases the republican total to 
forty-five. The terms of seven republican 
senators expire March 4th next, leaving 
thirty-eight hold-over republicans. The 
elections of yesterday made certain the 
choice of ten additional republican sena- 
tors. 

This total of forty-eight, or two 
more than a majority over democrats, popu- 
lists and republicans. In addition 
yesterday’s voting probably will result in 
the election of three more republican sena- 
tors. There are twenty-one democratic 
hold-over senators. To #4his number yes- 
terday’s election will result in adding four 
certainly and one probably, making a total 
of twenty-five. The populists and silver 
republican hold-overs number eight. This 
was increased yesterday ‘by one.

November 9.—Reports to the Associated Press up to 10 o'clock 
tonight from 336 of the 357 congressional districts show that the republicans 
have elected 179. the democrats 150 and the populists and fusionists — six. 
There are still twenty-one doubtful districts, in several of which the official 
count will be necessary to determine the result. Of these twenty-one districts 
called doubtful ten now have republican, nine democrats and two fusion repre-

Returns Were Slow in Many Districts 
and There Is Still Considerable 
Doubt in Several of the 
Most Important 
States. 


New York, November 9.—Corrected 
returns received up to midnight show 
Roosevelt’s plurality outside of Greater 
New York 107,736. Van Wyck’s plu- 
ralities in Albany, Chemung, Clinton, 
Erie, Renssalaerrand Schoharie coun- 
ties and Greater New York is 86,450. 
Roosevelt’s plurality 21,286. 


CALIFORNIA. 


San Francisco, Cal., November 9, 6 p. m. 
—Less than half of the vote of California 
has been carried, but 1,111 complete pre- 
cincts out of 2,407 give Gage, republican, 
for governor, 9,540 plurality. At this rate 
his vote will be 20,000 in excess of Ma- 
Guire’s. It is reasonably sure also that 
the republicans have carried the rest of 
the state ticket, with the exception per- 
haps of secretary of state and two judges 
of the supreme court. The yote on these 
is close with the chances in favor of the 
democrat:c candidates. It is certain that 
the republicans have gained at least two 
congressmen, with a third one in doubt 
The legislature will be republican. 


COLORADO. 

Denver, Col., November 9.—The entire 
fusion state ticket, headed by Charles S. 
Thomas, democrat, for governor, is elected 
by a majority approximating about 50,000. 
The fusionists have an overwhelming ma- 
jority in the legislature. 


IDAHO. 

Idaho, November 9.—Only forty- 
seven precincts in the state, embracing 
one-eighth of the vote, have reported. 
They give Moss, republican, for governor, 
2,012; Steinenberg, democrat, 3,083: Ander- 
s0n, populist, 557. Forty-six precincts 
give Heyburn, republican, for congress, 
1,926; "Wilson, fusion, 2,532; Gunn, populist, 
839. The fusion ticket is all elected hy 
pluralities ranging from 5,000 to 8.000. The 
legislature will be controlled by the fu- 
sionists.

INDIANA. 

Indianapoiis, Ind., November 9.—Irhe re- 
publicans have carried Indiana by a major- 
ity of between 15,000 and 20,600. Chairman 
Martin, of the democratic state committee, 
concedes a republican plurality of 14,500. 
He claims that the democrats have made a 
net gain over the presidential vote of 1896 
of 18,662. 

The legislature will be republican by 
twelve votes and the estimate based upon 
the latest returns shows that in the senate 
the republicans will have twenty-eignt and 
the democrats twenty-two members. This 
will give the republicans a majority of 
eighteen on joint ballot and means the 
election of a republican to the United 
States senate to succeed Mr. Turpie. The 
official returns from all over the state may 
change these figures some, but it is a result 
that both parties have practically agreed 
as true. The vote in Indiana will fall sar 
short of the vote of 1896. 


KANSAS. 

Topeka, Kas., November 9.—The latest re- 
turns indicate that the pluratity of Stanley, 
republican candidate for ‘governor, will 
probably reach 13,000. Taylor Riddle, the 
populist state chairman, concedes the de- 
feat of Vincent for congress in the fifth, 
and of Jerry Simpson in the seventh. The 
republican leaders confidently claim that 
Chester I. Long has defeated Simpson in 
the seventh and that W. A. Calderhead has 
defeated Congressman Vincent in the fifth. 
If these claims shall prove correct, Edwin 
Ridgeiy, of the third district, will be the 
only populist congressman from Kansas. 

The republicans elect two state senators, 
which gives them eleven members in that 
body. They also elect ninety-seven repre- 
sentatives out of 125. This gives them a 
majority of fifty-two on joint ballot. 


MASSACHUSETTS. 
Boston, November 9.—The total 
governor was: 
Wolcott, republican, 190,246; Bruce, demo- 
crat, 106,898. Republican majority, &3,348. 


MICHIGAN. 

Detroit, Mich., November 9.—According 
to more complete returns, Governor Pin- 
gree’s plurality will reach about 70,000. The 
republicans have elected a solid congres- 
sional delegation. The democrats will have 
a dozen senators and representatives in the 
legislature, about equally divided between 
the two houses.

Pull of the House and the Senate Shows an Overwhelming Majority of Members in 
Favor of Keeping the State’s Expenditures Within Its Income Without 
Raising the Rates=Some Sample Interviews-=Odds and Ends

A «areful canvass of the legislature ves- 
terday shows conclusively that a large 
majority of both houses are willing to 
back up Governor Candler in his demand 
that the state tax rate be not increased, 
and although there is some difference of 
opinion as to*°ways and means, it may be 
confidently predicted that the members 
will not hesitate to apply the knife to ap- 
propriations wherever and whenever a cut 
is needed. And they will not hesitate to 
Sink the knife to the bone if it 
sary. That a new tax law, incorporating 
radical reforms in Georgia's system, 
will be adopted during the present session 
os not doubted, but in order to keep the 
rate from going up in 1899 something more 
than a new law is needed, tor it will not 
be effective in time to accomplish the pur- 
poses aimed at. The only way to hold the 
next year’s rate down is to hold down the 
appropriations this vear, and the members 
fully appreciate that fact. 

Senator J. A. Brannen, chafrman of the 
railroad committee of the upper house, and 
a .former representative from Bulloch 
county, said, when asked for his views: 

“I am in favor of cutting off the addi- 
tional $400,000 voted to the schools 
by the last legislature, and I know that I

Representative McLaughlin, 
wether, another auditor, said:

Mr. W. T. Lane, of Sumter, the author 
of the bill to reduce the salaries of rail- 
road commissioners in this state, thus 
speaks in regard to the matter of reducing 
taxes: 

“My bill to reduce the salaries of raii- 
road commissioners in this state shows that 
I am heartily in sympathy with the effort 
to lessen the burden which rests upon the 
taxpayers of Georgia. { am not erratic or 
extreme in this matter and I am perfectly 
well aware of the fact that salaries must 
be paid to public officials, and that appro- 
priations must be» made to meet the obli- 
gations of the state and to carry on public 
improvements; but I take the position that 
the lawmakers cf the state are in duty 
bound to do everything possible to reduce 
the burdens of taxation and to curtail the 
expenditures of the state. We must not 
allow deficits to occur. Of course the re- 
duction of salaries will not in itself accom- 
plish the reduction of the burden of taxa- 
tion. We must cut salaries wherever they 
are in excess of the labor actually per- 
formed, for it.ig mot good demoétatic policy 
to pay large salaries where large salaries 
are not earned; but we must idok in other 
wrections for substantial relief to the tax-s 
payers. We must reduce expenditures and 
curtail appropriations wherever it is con- 
Sistent with the wise and proper adminis- 
tration of the government to do so. That 
is exactly how I stand on the subject.’ 

And here are some others in the same 
lire: 

Mr. James B. Park, Jr., of Greene: ‘“‘My 
purpose in being here is to vote my honest 
convictions upon all measures which come 
up before the general assembly and 
harmony with this purpose. I am uncom- 
promisingly opposed to any measure which 
seeks to increase the burden of taxation 
Extravagance is both un- 
democratic and unjust and we owe ‘it to 
the oppressed taxpayers of Georgia to re- 
duce if possible the burden under which 
they groan. We must reduce expenditures 
where we can do so consistently and keep 
ourselves within ecunomic lines. Lack of 
proper foresight and care in regard to ex- 
penditures has already put our treasury in 
bad condition and we are in duty bound 
to make good the deficit which now exists 
by cutting appropriations. I do not wish 
to see the state niggardly or parsimonious 
in its affairs, but I do want to see taxes re- 
duced, and I believe they can be reduced 
the exercise of due vigilance on our 
part.’ 

Mr. Parks is the author of the foint 
resolution introduced several days ago pro- 
viding for the appointment of a joint com- 
mittee to consider the matter of reducing 
expenditures and also of the matter of 
reaching property which now escapes taxa- 
don. He is the friend and champion of 
the taxpayers of the state and he intends 
to look after their interests in the house, 
as well as after the interests of the state. 

Mr. A. O. Blalock, of Fayette: “I am 
not only opposed to making the burden of 
taxation any greater,’ said he, ‘‘but I am 
in favor of reducing it in every way possi- 
ble. Of course we must make appropria- 
tions where appropriations are necessary, 
but we must reduce them wherever we 
can. We must uphold the dignity and hon- 
or of the state, but we must also curtail 
expenditures.”’ 

Mr. Slaton, of Fulton: ‘Without regard 
to any measure now pending in the legisla- 
ture, you may quote me as saying that 
I am opposed to adding unnecessarily one 
feather’s weight to the burden which the 
taxpayers of the state are called upon to 
bear. Wherever reductions in the expendi- 
tures of the state are consistent with the 
proper exercise of the functions of the 
state and with the proper discharge of the 
obligations of the state I am in favor of 
such reductions.” 

Mr. N. L. Hutchins, of Gwinnett: “Of 
course I am in favor of reducing expendi- 
tures wherever it can be accomplished with- 
out detriment to the welfare of the state. 
In justice to the taxpayers, we should be 
governed by economic principles in the 
transaction of legislative business. I hope 
that the present general assembly will suc- 
ceed in reducing the tax rate not only by 
curtailing expenditures, but by taking steps 
to bring more property into the digest.” 

Mr. Rudicil of Chattooga—‘I want to 
sea taxes reduced and I hope the present 
general assembly will accomplish some- 
thing in this direction. I believe that 
taxes can be reduced without interfering 
in the least with the welfare of the state.’’

We demand that he leave this 
city within twenty-four ‘hours after the 
issuance of this proclamation. Second, 
that the printing press from which The 
Record has been issued be packed and 
shipped frem the city without delay; 
that we be notified within twelve ‘hours 
of the acceptance or rejection of this 
demand. If the demand is agreed to 
within twelve hours, we counsel for- 
bearancé on the part of all white men. 
If the demand js refused, or if no an- 
swer is given within the time mention- 
ed, then the editor, Manly, will be ex- 
pelled by force. 

Resolved: We the undersigned citizens 
in mass meeting assembled, do agree 
that Mayor S. P. Wright and Chief of 
Police John R. Melton have shown 
their inability to give this city a de- 
cent government and their administra- 
tion has not provided protection for our 
citizens, but has rather prove? a men- 
ace to this community, and they ought 
to resign. 

Twenty-five citizens are appotnted to 
put these resolutions Into effect and to ap- 
point -a new board of aldermen for the 
city. The mayor and the entire city ad- 
ministration have been asked for their 
resignations and given until tomorrow to 
decide. Manly has beén notified and haa 
until 7:30 o'clock tomorrow morning to 
leave. 

Excited Crowds Assembling. 

If these demands are not granted, the 
sequel is to be guessed. The city is now 
in a turmoil of confusion. Negroes are 
assembling. around Manly’s printing office 
with rifles and shotguns. Red shirts are 
massing and a clash may come tonight. 

The negroes have begun firing into street 
cars from ambush, so that they are being 
deserted by passengers tonight. 

The negro editor, Manly, wrote an edi- 
torial saying that white men shauld be 
more particular in caring for their wives 
than they are; that white women are as 
accustomed to clandestine meetings with 
negro men as white men are with negro 
women; that such a condition accounts for 
80 much lynching. 

The infamous article further states that 
in many instances pe girls of culture 
and refinement fall in\ ove with and pre- 
fer negro men, oes turn are lynched 
by jealous white peofle. 

When the city and state press condemned 
Manly and his paper, the Negro Ministerial 
Union passed resolutions indorsing his pro- 
ceedure and advising their race to rally 
to his support. This is but an ineident ina 
long list of insults and unbearable inso- 
lence White people have been enduring. 
Patience and forbearance have ceased. 
Grim determination is written on the face 
of every white man and their purpose to 
avenge and rid the community of such in- 
tolerable negro domination is just as. int 
exorable as death itself. 

Citizens have decreed that the city ad- 
ministration shall resign and that Manly 
shall leave. If the negro editor resists 
this inflexible order, as rumored tonight 
he will, he dies, and those who attempt 
his rescue will .meet the same fate. A 
hundred white men, armed with winches- 
ters, are parading the streets tonight, Five 
hundred are assembled now in front of the 
First Baptist ehurch and are signing pa- 
pers as volunteers to demolish The Record 
office, lynch Manly and‘carry out the cther 
stipuiationg of the resolutions as soon as 
the limit of notice expires. The climax 
may not be reached before morning. A syn- 
dicate is proposed to buy all negro 
property in the city, which amounts to 
about 4 per cent, of valuation of listed 
property and assist those who are unable to 
leave the city. Feeling here is bitter in 


the extreme.

LOAD SALISBURY 
SPEAKS IN LONDON 


Delivered Important Address 
Lord Mayor's Banquet 


HE DISCUSSED LIVE TOPICS

Spoke of England’s Position in Recent 
Fashoda Affair 


SAYS ENGLAND MUST REMAIN ARMED 


Believes Appearance of United States 
Among Factors Asiatic Is a Grave 
and Serious Event and May 
Not Conduce to Inter- 
est of Peace. 


London, November 9.—The annual ban- 
quet of the lord mayor of London took 
place at the Guild hall this evening. There 
were about 8 guests present. There was 
Genera] anxiety to hear the marquis of 
Salisbury, who, on to respond to 
the toast of “Her majesty’s ministers,’ 
was greeted with ponderous cheers. 

The premier began by saying that a 
succession of events abroad had occasioned 
grave anxiety to the ministry for a year 
past, 

Turning to the crisis with France, 
premier remarked: 

‘“*‘We have had quite recently to consider 
whether the question of a European war 
Was not very near. But with great interest 
and consideration, the result has turned out 
happily through exreat judgment 
common sense displayed by France under 
circumstances of unusual difficulty which, 
I think, has relieved Europe of a very 
distressing and threatening storm. 

“While matterae were in suspense the 
government was necessarily forced to take 
precautions that it should not be taken un- 
awares. These precautions were most 
prompt and effective, but the imminent ne- 
cessity for them has passed off. 

“There has been some suepense on both 
eldes of the channel at the fact that these 
preparations have not suddenly ceased. But 
it is impossible to stop them at a moment's 
notice.” 

After referring to the various rumors 
of jntended action arising out of these 
preparations, Including the seizure of Syria 
and Crete and the declaration of a protec- 
torate over Egypt, the latter allusion being 
greeted with immense cheering, Lord Salis- 
bury continued: 

“IT am sorry to say I cannot rise to the 
highest aspirations indicated by the cheer- 
ing of the audience. I do not venture to 
prophesy, if we are forced by others into 
a position we do not now occupy, what 
may occur, but we are well satisfied with 
‘ the existing estate of things and we do not 
think any cause has arisen to necessitate 
effort on our part at present to modify it. 

“The position causes Triction, but taking 
the situation as a whole and considering 
the feelings of other people, as well of 
our own, we can reasonably for the 
present with the existing state of affairs. 
TI must not be understood as maintaining 
that Great Britain's position in Egypt 
the same as it was before the fall of Om- 
durman;: we earnestly hope that it: will 
not be possible to modify that position, 
we are convinced the world would not 
on as peaceably as now.” 

Referring to the war 
asking his hearers to look to the state 
of the world, Lord Salisbury observed: 
‘The czar has invited a congress to pro- 
vide for the disarmament of the world. 
but while we offer our heartiest tribute to 
his motives in every way, until the happy 
day when his hopes are crowned with suc- 
cess we must still provide precautions nec- 
essary to insure us from the dangers sur- 
rounding us. In respect to this era, this 
great epoch In the history of man jis mark- 
ed by good omens. It the first year in 
which the mighty force of the American 
republic has been admitted among the na- 
tions who have been expanding and whose 
instruments to a certain extent are war. 

“I am not implying the slightest blame. 
Far fromit. [ am not refusing sympathy 
to the American republic in the difficulties 
through which it has passed, but no one 
can deny that its appearance among fac- 
tors Asiatic, at all events, and possivly in 
Luropean diplomacy, is a grave and Se- 
rious event which may not conduce to the 
interests of peace, though I think in any 
event it is likely to conduce to the inter- 
ests Of Great Britain. (Cheers.) 

“But what has been impressed 
is that the subject matter of war is terri- 
bly prevalent on a!l sides. We see nations 
decaying whose government. is so bad that 
it cannot maintain he power of self- 
defense nor retain the affection of its sub- 
jects, and when this occurs there are al- 
ways neighbors impelled by some motive— 
it may be the highest philanthropy, or it 
may be the natural desire of empire—to 
contest as to who shall be hetr to the 
falling nation, and this is the cause of 
war.” 

Lord Salisbury then alluded to the rapid- 
ity and unexpectedness with which wars 
break out and said: “If Great Britain 
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shouki ever permit ther sea defenses to 
weaken, her whole empire would come 
clattering to the ground. It !s, therefore, 
impossible in the present state and temper 
of the world to permit our naval and mili- 
tary precautions to cease.” 

He concluded by repudiating ‘all sugges- 
tion that our preparations mean that the 
country is animated by the lust of con- 
quest or a love or war,’ declaring that 
Great Britain was only ‘“‘resolved to main- 
tain the empire Britons have received from 
their forefathers and to support the peace 
which is the glory and suffrance of our 
empire.’’ 

A great ovation from the entire assembly 
marked the conclusion of the premier's 
speech. 

Speakers Were Armed. 

A large crowd of whites which assembled 
on Front street tonight after the ¢xcite- 
ment caused by the street car incident Was 
address »y Hon. J. D. Bellamy and 
several others. 

A unique feature of the meeting +‘ as the 
fact that every speaker except Bellamy car- 
ried a winchester on his shoulder. All the 
speakers, however, were mild-mannered and 
advised. the crowd to disperse and go home, 
stating that their services would probably 
not be needed tonight, though they ight 
be tomorrow. : 

London Papers on the Election. 

London, November 9.—The comment by 
the afternoon papers on the result of the 
elections in the United States is mainly 
congratulations extended to Colonel Roose- 
velt on his victory in the contest for the 
governorship of New York state. 

The Westminster Gazette expresses the 
opinon, however, “that the republicans’ 
gains are merely the expression of popular 
opinien of the successful conduct of the 
war by the war department,” and adds: 

“The election will give Spain little hope 
to revive the hope of a division between 
the Spanish and American commissioners.”

The Gocument in which the American 
answcr was set forth consisted of nearly 
fifty sheets of typewritten matter. It was 
a rcfutation of the Spanish allegation that 
‘‘possession,’’ ‘‘owner- 
ship’’ or ‘“‘cession’’ do not occur in the 
protocol clause touching upon the Phil- 
ippine islands the peace commissions have 
to discuss them here, and that 
even if they did so ic must be in the 
light of the alleged fact of exterior 
agreement that Spain's sovereignty shouid 
not be impaired, 

The Americans also answered Spain's 
restitution to her of public 
money and customs collections taken by 
United Stutes officials since the capitula- 
tion of Manila and made reply to Spain's

The Ametrieans are surprised that. the 
Spaniards made unalterable engagements 
4.0 clock in view of the fact that the 
meeting, had it occurred, might have ex- 
tended, as has frequently happened, until 
4:30 o'clock, 

‘he American commissioners held that 
there was justification under the terms of 
tle protocol for the discussion of the 
future of the Philippine and they 
alse claimcd that the occupation of Manila 
is a military occupation, which justifies the 
United collecting the revenues, 
a‘l:ainistering the government and exercls- 
ing ell the functions of possession. 

The joint session was short because Senor 
Montero Rios and Judge Day concurred tin 
the service of the American rejoinder upon 
the Spanish commissioners without formal 
reading of paper, which would occupy many 
columns in an ordinary newspaper, and an 
adjcurnmenht was taken until Sunday. It Is 
quite safe to say that the Americans have 
new propositions regarding the 
of the Philippines, but confined 
themselves to a decision of the proposals 
and assertions made by Spain at the previ- 
ous meeting. 

Just what were the terms of the American 
of course, be ascertained. 
But despite persistent assertions here to 
the contrary, there is no ground, as has al- 
ready been cabled, for the Spanish conten- 
tion that the United States acquiesced at 
the signing of the protocol in some reserva- 
tion by Spain of her Philippine sovereignty.

WAS DISCOVERED NEAR EL CA- 
NEY AFTER HARD SEARCH. 
Feur Companies of the Fifth United 
States Infantry Accompanied the 
Remains Into Santiago. 
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Santiago de Cuba, November 9.—Word 
late last night that. after 
the body of General 


was received here 
a hard day’s search, 
Vera del 
Caney, in spite of the efforts of the Cubans 
to prevent its discovery. At daylight this 
morning a procession escorted the body 
commenced the journey toward Santiago 
and arrived at the outskirts of the city 
shortly- after 8 o’clock, where it was met 
by four companies of the Fifth United 
States infantry and a band of music. 

These troops tnen escorted the body 
through the main streets of Santiago, the 
band playing the dead march from ‘Saul’ 
to the intense aston’shment of the Cubans.

Major Guthrie 
and Judge Van Wyck, of New York, weré 
classmates in the University of North Car- 
Olina. 

Some of the Redeemed Counties. 

Marion Butler has not chirped. He had 
his hands full in holding his own county, 
Sampson, It went fusion by 1,500 
majority.in 1896. Yesterday this majority 
was reduced, to 200. The manner in which 
the fusion majorities Were reversed was 
astonishing, but not past finding out. New 
Hanover county, for example, which went 
republican by 900 two years ago, gave a 
democratic majority of 500 yesterday. 

The republicans did not run a local ticket 
there at all in Halifax county. This chang- 
ed a negro majority of 2,000 into a demo- 
cratic majority of 1,000. 

Pasqtotank, away up in the northeastern 
corner, went democratic for the first time 
in its history.

Effects of the Election. 

The effect of the democratic legislative 
victory on the negro in North Carolina 
will be for the good of the race. It will 
remove the negro as a disturbing element 
in polities. Republicans of prominence, 
like Attorney General Walser, assured me 
that in the state 25,000 white republicans 
voted against the negro, and J. C. L. Har- 
ris, another widely Known republican, 
clares that as many republicans as popu- 
lists: voted the democratic ticket. This in 
itself shows the drift of things. 

For years there have been many republi- 
cans who rebelled against the ever in- 
creasing prominence and aggressiveness of 
the negro. These tell me the negroizing of 
Sundry cities and towns in the east was a 
fatal error and is the prime cause of their 
great defeat this year. No one can now 
Say how the negro vote will be regulated. 
but few can doubt that there will be régu- 
lation, firm but kindly. The fact that {n 
the overwhelming democratic majority in 
the legislature there are many of the 
brightest minds in the state is evidence that 
the best thought will be given the subject. 
There is a settled determination that there 
is an end to the holding of official positions 
by negroes. 

Tonight it is positively asserted at demo- 
cratic headquarters that the democrats 
have sure forty-one senators out of the fifty 
and may gain four others.

“It is actually difficult to find a republi- 
can senator in the east.”’

General Carpenter is himself waiting for 
the transport Manitoba, which will arrive 
tomorrow nig'ht, to take him and six of 
the Eighth cavalry to Nuevitas, Cuba. It 
will take the transport Mic nigan with her 
heavy burden of human freight five days 
to reach her destination. If all is well, the 
men will be in the city of Ponce, Porto 
Rico, on. next Monday. Some of them will 
never again set foot on the United States, 
yet every man believes that some day he 
will return to home and friends. 

They were a happy set of hardened, rov- 
ing regulars, men used to travel and anx- 
ious to do duty upon fresh ground. At 1 
o’clock the assembly was sounded and the 
six troops lined up the long wharf to 
answer to the roll call. Each man answer- 
ed his name in a clear, ringing voice show- 
ing that they were anxious for their 
jqurney to commence.

When these lone stragglers find themselves, 
their companions will be out to sea.

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The Drift Toward Democracy. 

To thoughtful democrats the general 
results of Tuesday’s election are very 
gratifying. In spite of the fact that a 
republican administration has carried a 
successful war to a prompt conclusion— 
the republicans claiming all the credit 
for the achievement—the democrats have 
more than held their own. Even in 
New York, where Roosevelt has won by 
a paltry 20,000, the result cannot be de- 
scribed as a republican victory. With 
any other candidate, the repuDlicans 
would have been snowed under; but 
Roosevelt was a picturesque, almost a, 
romantic figure in the late war, and 
in the campaign in New York, he was 
an engaging figure on the stlimp. Per- 
sonally, he is a very attractive man, 
and the vigor and spirit with which he 
canvassed the state won for him thou- 
sands of votes. It is worthy of note 
that Platt ascribes the victory (such as 
it is) to Mr. Roosevelt. 

That the democrats came so near de- 
feating a candidate so attractive and 
with a war record so brilliant, shows 
clearly that the popular drift is toward 
the old party of the people. Large gains 
have been made in the congressional 
elections, and there is even a probability 
that the democrats have carried the 
house. This we should not regard as 
a very auspicious result, for it would 
give the republicans an opportunity to 
fold their hands and do nothing. They 
would say to the people, “just as we 
were on the eve of restoring prosperity 
you placed a democratic house across 


ee —_ — 


our path, and we have been unable to | 


carry out our plans.” 
The most surprising gains have been 


made in Massachusetts, where the dem- | 
ocrats have not only gained two con- | 


gressmen, but have succeeded in de- 
feating Joseph H. Walker, of Worcester, 
the strongest republican candidate in 
the state. These gains are of unusual 
significance. The democrats not only 
indoysed the Chicago platform, but em- 
phasized the silver plank and made it 
a part of fheir declaration. They 
brought the issue out into the open, 
and took their stand on it, with the re- 
sult already stated. 

In Alabama, tbe democrats made a 
clean sweep, showing that in that state. 
as well as in Georgia, the populists have 
grown tired of supporting men who have 
nothing to commend them but a greedy 
desire for office. 
and Howard, populist, were both defeat- 
ed for congress, and a solid delegation 
will represent Alabama in that body. 

The silver men and democrats carried 
Colorado by a large majority, and the 
legislature is anti-republican. In Illinois, 
the democrats have made gains of prob- 
ably six congressmen, five certainly. 
Kentucky is again in the hands of the 
democrats, and there has been a gain of 
two, perhaps three, democratic coneress- 
men, In Minnesota, the anti-republi- 
can fusion has elected the state ticket, 
and.has probably elected three con- 
gressmen, returning ‘Towne to congress. 
The anti-republican fusion in Nebraska 
has carried the state. 

Old Virginia, which never tires, has 
redeemed herselfin great shape. Inthe 
two districts where the democrats had op- 
position they carried the day, and the 
Old Dominion will be represented in the 
next congress by a delegation, 
every man standing on the 
Chicago platform. 

Such is the result so far ag it can 
be figured out at the present writing, 
and it shows that in spite of the fact 
that the republicans claim all the glories 
of the war, the people are turning once 
more to the party which represents their 
interests. This drift will be acceler- 
ated as the days go by and the toiling 
masses Of the country discover that ,the 
party owned by the gold syndicate and 
managed by the trusts, cannot or will 
not provide a remedy for the evils which 
it has been instrumental in bringing 
about.

A Remedy Must Be Found. 


Comptroller General Wright is of the 
opinion that the financial difficulties 
with which the state is confronted 
should result in a reform of the law 
which will definitely and permanently 
solve the problem., The comptroller 
general certainly has the right to speak 


‘ 
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Aldrich, republican, | 


authoritatively on this subject. He has 
devoted to it years of study and investi- 
gation. His official reports have iter- 
ated and reiterated the necessity of do- 
ing away with the present’inequalities 
of taxation. He says that if the finance 
committees of the two houses will visit 
his office and go over the books with 
him, they will be able to draft a law 
that will remedy the evil at once and 
for all time.. He does not think that 
the solution of the problem presents 
any serious difficulties. His view is 
that if all the property in Georgia which 
now evades taxation be placed on the 
digest the state will be assured an in- 
come that will at once reduce the tax 
rate. 

That is & prospect which the legisla- 
ture should find alluring, and it is to be 
hoped that the finance committees of 
house and senate will lose no time in 
considering the plan which the comp- 
troller general has in mind. But it must 
not be forgotten that a perfect tax law 
is an impossibility. It was a dream 
of economists fifty years ago, but at the 
present day no student of that so-called 
Science has any delusions on the sub- 
ject. The theories of Henry George 
are based on the failure of all ordinary 
and usual methods of taxation to remove 
inequalities. Perceiving that a law 
which -undertakes,to tax all forms of 
property must necessarily be a failure 
in some respects, Mr. George proposed 
to simplify the whole matter and levy 
taxes only on land. Those who have 
not read Mr. George’s books, and who 
regard him simply as a crank, will be 
surprised at the vigor and cogency of 
the arguments which he advances in be- 
half of his theories. ' 

The Constitution hopes, indeed, that 
some adequate measure may be drafted 
—some measure which will increase the 
income of the state without adding to 
the burdens of those who really pay 
the taxes, and at the same time leave the 
present appropriations intact. We are 
not in favor of cutting these appropri- 
ations unless the emergency absolutely 
demands it, but we would rather see 
them reduced than to see the tax rate 
increased. We advocate their reduc- 
tion only in the event that the choice 
lay between such reduction and a con- 
tinuation of the present high pressure 
tax rate. In this last matter the limit 
has not only been reached, but has been 
exceeded. 

We hope and believe that the present 
emergency will lead Georgia to take 
a long step forward in the direction of 
reforming the methods of taxation. 
though some forms of property will in- 
evitably evade the law, yet it is perfectly 
well known that a great deal escapes 
taxation owing tothe loopholes and out- 
lets to be found in our present system. 
In Georgia the burdens of taxation fall 
on those who are least able to pay it— 
the men whose property is in sight and 
who have no other alternative. The 
men who own government and state 
bonds and who have invested their cap- 
ital in them pay no taxes. and cannot 
be forced to pay them on this form of 
securities. 

We are concerned at present only with 
the general policy which the legislature 
may adopt. The limit of taxation, so 
far as the rate is concerned. has been 
reached in Georgia. Instead of an in- 
crease, the conditon of the people de- 
mands a decrease, The legislature has 
a great opportunity before it, and we 
think that body will take advantage of 
it.

which are subordinate to it. In pur- 
suance*of this conviction, he favors the 
calling of a constitutional convention 
which might readapt the tax-making 
power to the necessities of the times in 
which wetive. Mr. Garrard goes on to 
prove very conclusively that one of the 
greatest dangers which invested capital 
seeks to avoid is what may be called 
the “uncertainty’’. of taxation—uncer- 
tain because so often imposed by those 
who are indifferent as to its burdens 
or who have no appreciation of the 
stress under which people have to live. 
Therefore, capital seeks not®so much 
exemption from taxation, which Mr. 
Garrard looks upon as an evil, but the 
certainty of taxation, fixed within rea- 
sonable limitg, so that it may never be- 
come oppressive. The best bond for 
reasonable taxation ig that it shall be 
imposed by the intelligence of the state. 
instead of by those who are largely im- 
provident and careless even of their 
own private interests. As a necessar¢ 
preliminary to reform under these cir- 
cumstances we need a new regulation 
of the franchise, which only a consti- 
tutional convention can give, by which 
politicians will have nothing to gain 
by appealing to the thriftless and the 
indifferent. When the legislation of .a 
State ig in the hands of its best citizens. 
and fortune does not give victory to one 
or the other side by the swinging about 
of the vote of an inferior race. then 
there becomes a certainty of reasonable 
taxation, because those who do the vot- 
ing know that they have the bill to pay, 
and they will vote as they would act 
in their private business. With such an 
inducement as this. the idle lands of 
Georgia would soon be taken up and 
capital would seek our borders, not cry- 
ing out for exemption from taxation, 
but induced to come by the certainty 
that taxation will never exceed a rea- 
sonable limit. It it, therefore, a strong 
sentence which Mr. Garrard writes when 
he says that “with an unlimited power 
on the part of the legislature to tax, 
the investor sees an uncertain future 
before Him, and naturally seeks other 
portions of the country for investment.” 
To remedy this, Mr. Garrard would have 
placed “a limit on the power of the tax 
gatberer over the property of the citi- 
zen.” 

In this connection, it would be well 
to draw attention to the new law in II- 
linois, whereby the assessing of prop- 
erty is also removed from arbitrary 
change by a provision which fixes such 


| 


| assesment to be made once in each 


four years, with all the people put on 
notice so that their cause may become 
as one, to protest against any possible 
arbitrary desire on the part of the as- 
sessors tO go into speculative valuation. 
Somewhat anticipating this Lllinois law, 
Mr, Garrard, it may be recalled, attempt- 
ed sixteen years ago to treat with the 
matter in the legislature, but public 
opinion was not ripe at that time for his 
views. 

It is with something akin to irony 
that Mr. Garrard refers to the increas- 
ing value of property through “the ef- 
ficient service of the tax receiver,’ when 
it is known that we are suffering under 
a paralysis of our values with cotton 
selling at 41-2 cents a pound. “This 
fact,” says he, “cannot be disposed of 
by poetic references either to the schools 
of the\state or the confederate veteran.” 
A confederate veteran himself, Mr. Gar- 
rard says that the needy confederate 
soldier and the needy widow should re- 
ceive aid from the state, but that “while 
from fortuitous circumstances any sol- 
dier or any widow of a soldier has a 
competency and is able to support him- 
self or herself, no money should be 
drawn from the treasury of the state.” 

Perhaps the most striking illustration 
used by Mr. Garrard is the comparison 
of school attendance in the country. A 
hundred colored school children in a 
given community going to school at the 
expense of the industrious white citi- 
zens, while only twenty-five white chil- 
dren are going to school, furnishes an 
object lesson. The thrifty, provident 
race, which is forced to work its way 
out by honest toil, has been reduced to 
the necessity of keeping even its own 
children in the cotton field when they 
should go to school, in order to supply 
the money for others to go, who are too 
thriftless to provide for themselves and 
willing to be the beneficiaries of white 
charity. “It is,” says Mr. Garrard, 
“because the white man’s child is obliged 
to work to assist in supporting his 
father’s family and in provinding the 
very means that sustain the negro and 
his childreh.” 

As stated before. the views of Mr. 
Garrard are those of a patriotic Geor- 
gian who has given close study to our 
domestic policy, and they are worth 
consideration by every member’ of the 
legislature before he makes up his mind 
on the one side or the other. The ques- 
tion of what is to be done is a serious 
one. * In spite of enthusiastic patriot- 
ism, or overweening zeal for this cause 
or that, the fact remains that we are 
living above our means, and that a state, 
no more than a family, can afford to 
live above its means and escape the 
inevitable fate of bankruptcy. jSuch a 
fate. in the case of business men is of- 
ten the result of unforeseen misfortune, 
but in the case of the state with the 
facts known, standing like a stone wall, 
it would become criminal. 

The remedy lies with the members of 
the state legislature. .Will they prove 
equal to it? .

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The Chivalry of Georgia. 


A recent news incident carried in the} 


columns of The Constitution furnishes 
a fresh proof of the native chivalry 
which animates the Georgia breast. 
The story leading to it is a simple 
one. A prominent clergyman of this 
state. riding through a lonely country 
section, reached a hamlet inn and sought 
shelter for the night, which was readily 
given him.

LETTERS FROM THE PEOPLE. 


Hon. L. F. Garrard on’ Taxation. 

Editor Constitution—I heartily approve 
of the idea of holding a constitutional con- 
vention without delay. 

In addition to the grounds already men- 
tioned as reasons for holding a constitu- 
tional convention, permit me to mention 
another that I think demands the careful 
consideration of the people of Georgia, and 
while I bei'eve the one which I have in 
my min@ could be reached by an inde- 
pendent amendment ¢o the constitution, still 
I believe it could be better considered in a 
constitutional convention in connection 
with other financial questions. 

There should be a constitutional limit to 
taxation by the general assembly. About 
sixteen years ago, when in the state legis- 
lature, I offered a bill to limit the power 
of the general assembly to levy taxes; the 
bill was lost. I stated to the legislature 
at that time that sooner or later it would 
become a law, and I believe the time has 
arrived for the enactment of such a pro- 
vision. Does the question ever occur to 
you, while land is so cheap in Georgia, 
why so few investments are being made 
in Georgia? If there were more people 
seeking investments in land in Georgia, 
the price would naturally become higher. 
We are confronted with an ever-present 
danger; a division of the white vote in 
Georgia, thus giving the balance of power 
at elections to a vote to a large extent 
purchasable and ignorant, With an un- 
linfite@ power on the part of the legisla- 
ture to tax, the investor sees an uncertain 
future before him and naturally: seeks 
other portions of the countty for invest- 
ment, : 

A constitutional convention should deal, 
first, with the question rendering it im- 
possible for the state of Georgia to fall 
into the contro! of idle, ignorant or vicious 
hands, and consequently to assure investors 
that the state of Georgia had placed a 
limit on the power of the tax gatherer over 
the property of the citizen. : 

It has been said that taxes and death 
are certain. This {ts true in Georgia only 
to a limited extent, so far as taxes are 
concerned. The levy of the tax is certain, 
but the amount the sufferer is expected 
to pay fluctuates according to the caprice 
of men, many of whom have little interest 
in the question of taxation. A government 
in its. last analysis is the parent of the 
people, and its authority should be exer- 
cised with the same wisdom, justice and 
moderation that a parent should exercise 
in providing for his own family. A gov- 
ernment should live within its means: it 
should not compel its children to pay 
more money for the common support than 
absolutely necessary. Its taxation 
should be uniform and ad valorem; the 
rich and the poor alike should stand before 
the law, subjects of taxation. It

In connection with fixing the rate of 
taxation, there should be some proper 
method sought out for making all property 
subject to taxation. 

Some vears ago, in the state legislature. 
I made the statement that the finances of 
the state should be controlled in the same 
way that a prudent man would control his 
own property. A metropolitan paper, in its 
issue of the next day. said that ‘‘the state- 
ment was new doctrine in Georgia.’’ When 
this doctrine becomes universal and is re- 
ceived without a sneer you can lift the bur- 
dens of taxation and not before. The. con- 
stitution of 1877 tried the experiment of 
throwing restrictions around the taxing 
power of cities; the experiment has proved 
eminently satisfactory jn protecting the 
people of the cities of the state. Is there 
any reason why the constitution of Georgia 
should not go further and throw restric- 
tious around the taxing power of the gen- 
eral assembly? A city, when. in the judg- 
ment of the people, it is oppressively treat- 
ed by the municipal authorities, can much 
easier rise up and overthrow any existing 
evil than can ‘the state, because in the 
State government the people are so remote 
from each other and the influences exer- 
cised are so different in various parts of 
the state that it is very hard to get them 
aroused on any one subject. 

The situation in Georgia is serious and 
cannot be more aptly expressed than by 
quoting from a recent report of the comp- 
troller general of Georgia. He uses this 
language: “‘The -general property of the 
State has increased since.1879 nearly 100 per 
cent and the railroad property 150 per cent, 
which is indeed a marvelous development 
and growth ‘for so short a period, and 
should be a source of great gratification to 
all Georgians. While Geogia’s wealth has 
been increasing, I regret that our expenses 
have been such as to require a constantly 
increasing tax rate until we have reached 
this year the highest rate levied for thirty 
years, and that, too, in spite of the fact 
that the taxable property has doubled its 


value during this period, thus showing that, 
. 


increasing tax * 


without this large increase in the value of 
our property, the state rate would be over 
1 per cent.’’ These words of the comptroller 
general afford food for very re- 
flection. 

While values have been !ncreasing by the 

efficient services of tax receivers through- 
out the state, still it is well known that the 
market value of the property, if tested, that 
is to say, to the highest bidder, 
would not be over what it was in 1879, and 
according to the comptroller general, we 
are paying a tax of 1 per cent on these 
values. How can a country flourish with a 
1 per cent tax on its actual values and its 
great commercial product, cotton, selling at 
an average of 444 cents per pound? 
These are matters for serious reflection; 
they cannot be disposed of bv poetic refer- 
ences either to the school children of the 
state or to the confederate veteran.

I shook hands with 
him and asked him how he felt. “Oh, 
about as well as a fellow could feel on 
such a #ad occasion,’’ was the reply. 
I asked thhim if he would like to have 
me read the scriptures, and he said yes, 
and I read him the same selections 
which I afterwards read on the gallows. 
I prayed for thim, and as I prayed he 
fell upon his knees. 

Hampton had not closed his eyes all 
the night before, and by this I knew 
that he appreciated his position, and 
that was the first good sign I had heard 
of, which indicated ‘he would not die the 
hardened wretch he had been trying to 
make us believe fe was. I left him 
for a little while as he talked with Dr.

When Hampton ceased to speak I 
stepped forward and offered a prayer, 
asking God's blessing, and then I pro- 
nounced the benediction. 

The sheriff tried the trap doors to as- 
eertain if they were in and im- 
movable. 

Hampton tossed aside his cigar and 
was helped upon the death trap. His 
hands were tied and the in the 
rope slipped over his head and adjusted, 

At this juncture Hampton called out: 

“Wait a minute. Please take off my 
shee to ease the pain.” 

Exactly what he meant we did not 
know, but he was held up whiie a bailiff 
removed the shoe,

11:20.

The pulsation of the 
heart lasted fifteen minutes after the trap 
was sprung. He moved his body for five 
minutes.”

The Crime and the Criminal. 

Not more than a month ago Wade Hamp- 
ton cut to death George Lawson, a negro 
youth who was serving a sentence in the 
penitentiary with Hampton. The two were 
working at the Chattahoochee brick yards. 
They quarreled during the day, and when 
evening came Hampton offered to ‘make 
friends, and his overtures were accepted 
in good faith. That night when the con- 
victs were sleeping, Hampton got up and 
went to where Lawson was lying down. 
He threw Lawson to the floor and cut and 
hacked him with a pocket knife until his 
victim died. Hampton made all sorts of 
fun about the crime and said, on one oc- 
casion, that if he met Lawson in hell he 
would cut him again. 

During his trial, Hampton, while waiting 
in the jury room, stabbed another negro 
and came near committing a murder in 
court while he was on trial for the murder 
of Lawson. 

Hampton was nineteen years of age. He 
was short and stout and a bright mulatto. 
He lost a leg by an explosion in a con- 
vict camp. 

When not more than ten of age 
he began stealing and was a noted char- 
acter with the police. When he was tried 
for his numerous thefts and burglaries his 
mother always went into court and swore 
he was under ten years of age, and in this 
way he got off. Finally, the judge ascer- 
tained that the boy must be over ten, and 
Hampton was sent to the penitentiary for 
four years for burglary when he was

“I was innocent,” he said, “and it wae 
because I had been sent up for nothing 
that I became bad and didn’t care whether 
I killed a man or not.” 

Hampton’s mother and father claim he 
was half-witted and not entirely responsi- 
ble for what he did. 

He Had Weakened. 

Tuesday morning Hampton weakened 
and said he wanted to die a forgiven man. 
Tuesday night he was allowed to remain 
in the corridor of his cell, where he talked 
through the grating to a bailiff and smok- 
ed cigar after cigar. The negro talked of 
his past life and of his crime, saying he 
never had any chance to be good and was 
raised up in the chaingang, where he knew 
nothing but hard work and the lash. 

Early yesterday morning he dressed him- 
self and said he was ready to die. 

At 10 o’clock the sheriff admitted news- 
paper reporters into the Tower and allow- 
ed them five minutes to talk with Hamp- 
ton. 

‘“T haven’t anything to say much,"’ said 
the negro. “I am sorry I killed a man 
and I want to die NOW and go to heaven. 
I want my poor old father and mother to 
know that I am trying to die right at last, 
and I wish I hadn't said anything to hurt 
their feelings.”’ 

As he was talking to the reporters he 
broke down and wept, wiping the tears 
upon this coat sleeve. All the while he was 
puffing away ata cigar. 

At fifteen minutes before 11 o'clock the 
sheriff went into the execution room with 
Dr. R. 8S. Stephenson, Dr. MeDaniel, the 
county physician, Jailer Fain and Bailiffs 
Chastain, Anderson, Jones, Maddox and 
Trimble. 

Hampton was taken from the room in 
which are the death watch cells and into 
the execution room through a door with- 


out going into the arcade corridor of the 
Tower. 

As Hampton was one-legged and had no 
crutch he was supported by. bailiffs as he 
hopped up the stairway to the gallows. 

Half an hour after the sheriff with his 
party disappeared the negro undertaker, 
L. L. Lee, was carrying the body of the 
dead man out of the Tower, while a great 
crowd of people; kept back by the poliee, 
lined up at the entrance of the prison and 
viewed the body as it lay covered upon a 
stretcher. 

Two Anxious Watchers. 

There were two persons who were far 
more.interested in the execution of Hamp- 
ton than any one else in the world, and 
they were the two other murderers in the 
Flanagan, 
who killed two helpless women, and Rob- 
ert Lewis, who assassinated Charles 
Haynes in the streets. 

Lewis was to have been hanged today, 
and a motion for a new trial] oh the ground 
of newly discovered evidence caused a stay 
of his sentence. 

Flanagan has been twice sentenced to 
hang, but the fight made by hia attorneys 
has given him an indefinite lease on life. 

Lewis has been in jail only a few months. 
Flanagan has been confined for nearly two 
years. 

Both have an abject fear of death, whicn 
they thrust upon others without a warn- 
ing. 

Hampton was carried by 
both Lewis and Flanagan. 

Lewis was pacing up and down his cell 
like a tiger in a cage. He was pale and 
excited, and when he was approached by a 
reporter of The Constitution about an hour 
before Hampton was hanged he exclaimed 
with a voice trembling and suppressed: 

“TI dou’t know how I feel. Please don't 
ask me. It is awful.” 

Flanagan was lying upon this cot with 
his hand pushed into his iron-gray /air. 
He would answer nothing that was asked 
him. His face could be seen through the 
iron bars and his eyes were twitching and 
his hands were shaking. He appeared to 
be keenly alive to all that was transpiring. 

What Lewis and Flanagan thought and 
how they felt when they heard the other 
murderer going to his death cannot even 
be imagined. 

There is only that little door, through 
which Hampton passed to death and eter-

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GEORGIA’S CLUB WOMEN 
MEETING IN COLUMBUS.

* 
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Columbus, November 9$.—(Special Corres- 
pondence.)—Georgia’s Minervas, wearing 
raiment that bespeaks the best work of the 
tailor, the French modiste, and the artistic 
milliners, azsemvoled in Columbus this 
morning and made the corridors of the 
superior courtroom resound with the con- 
“<ncing force and eloquent expression of 
their discussions pertaining to all lines of 
work in which the women of the state 
federation are interested. There are over 
eighty voting members in the convention, 
and over a hundred prominent women in 
attendance, not only representing the 
thirty-two federated clubs of Georgia, but 
many of those out of the state. 

It is no exeggeration to that a 
brighter, more brainy and more earnest 
body of women have never assembled in the 
State, and that the gathefing is significant 
of the great work being accomplished by 
women in the development of the best in- 
terest of the state. 

Mre. J. Lindsay Johnson, acting president 
of the federation, presided at the three 
sessions of the convention, the morning 
session opening with prayer by Mrs. E. G. 
McCabe, of Atlanta, one of the most pop- 
ular club women in the south. 

Eloquent addresses of welcome followed 
by the mayor of Columbus and Mrs, Jones, 
president of the Students’ Club of Colum- 
bus. 

A response to the 
was ably delivered by 
Johnson. Three-minute 
federation officers indicated 
growth of the organization. 

“Does Soclety Need the Club” was the 
subject of a clever and interesting paper. 
which was read by Mrs. Walter B. Hill, of 
Macon, and which concluded the morning 
session. 

From 12 until 2 o'clock an elegant 
luncheon was served the visiting ladies in 
the reading club. 

The afternoon session began with the 
work of the educational committee in the 
address made by Mrs. Robert Emory Park, 
of Macon, chairman of the educational com- 
mittee of Georgia, and a member of the 
educational committee of the national fed- 
eration, 

The address not only indicated the mas- 
culine vigor of Mrs. Park’s mind, her abil- 
ity as the leader of the educational de- 
partment of the federation, but the report 
embodied in the address manifested the 
powerful work beiag accomplished by the 
women of Georgia in the state’s educa- 
tional development. The address will be 
published in full in The Constitution of 
another issue. : 

“The Plan for Future Work" was dis- 
cussed and ably set forth by Mrs. John 
King Ottley, of Atlanta, state chairman 
of correspondence for the national federa- 
tion. 

General discussion was given the impor- 
tant matters of women serving in school 
boards, and the necessity of textile educa- 
tion for girls. The latter question excited 
universal interest, since a bill will be pre- 
sented to the present legislature asking 
that textile education be given female 
operatives, seven-tenths of the operatives 
in Georgia factories being women. 

Mrs. Lowe, of Atlanta, spoke eloquently 
on the subject; also Mesdames Park, of 
Macon: Ottley. of Atlanta; Johnson, of 
Rome, and others. 

The reform committee was ably repre- 
sented in the afternoon session by the zeal- 
ous ehairman, Mrs. Nellie Peters Black, 
whose address was a brilliant effort. It 
was a source of great regret that illness 
prevented the presence at the convention 
.of Miss May Patterson, of Macon, who 
was to have made an address on the 

“Wage-Earning Women and Children in 
Georgia.” 

“What should the women of Georgia do 
in regard to the law regulating the age of 
consent. and should women serve on 
county boards?” were two subjects bring- 
ing about interesting and logical discus- 
sion during the afternoon session, which 
concluded with a strong address made by 
Mrs. Halstead Smith, chairman of the law 
committee. 

The evening session of the convention 
was rendered memorably brilliant by the 
addresses of Mrs. William RB. Lowe, presi- 
dent of the National Fedération, and Mrs. 
J. K. Ottley, state chairman of correspond- 
ence for the National Federation. Mrs. 
Lowe's appearance on the stage was the 
occasion of enthusiastic applause, since 
she is recognized as the founder of the 
Georgia State Federation, and has so re- 
cently been elected to the highest office in 
the giving of the club women of the 
United States. 

The federation authorized a telegram to 
the mayor and ccunci! of Atlanta thankine 
them for instituting a woman's visiting 
echool beard. 


Mrs. Lowe's Speech. 

Mrs. Lowe spoke from notes and was 
frequently interrupted by applause. 

After giving an interesting 
her visit to the State Federations of Ne- 
braska. Illinois, Michigan and New York 
and the interesting work being done in 
these states by the club women, she spoke 
at length upon the origin and growth of 
the General Federation, which growth, as 
she said, seemed miraculous to have come 
in so short a time from sixty-five clubs to 
592, with thirty-two state federations. be- 
side numerous city federations and some 
organization and ten foreign clubs. The 
henefits of the General Federation 
brought before the women of the conven- 
tion in a forcible way, and with a mean- 
ing which had never before been:conveyed 
to the women of this state. Mrs. Lowe 
taking the position that simply the fact 
of a club being a factor in this great 
organization, which has hecome a part of 
the historical movement of the nineteenth 
century and which is so vitally related to 
the race, is of itself an advantage which 
clubs cannot overestimate. She dwelt

work; and before clubs can be conscious 
| of resultant benefits they must go in and 
try their lance in this experimental field, 
| and draw from the genera! stock according 
, to the strength they bring to enrich the 
federation. The federation is non-political 
and non-sectarian, and is not pledged to 
any one-sided view, and founded upon 
thoroughly practical principles, and looks 
to the promotion among women in order 
that in thoroughly organized way they 
may become more useful to the outside 
world and accomplish something for the 
uplifting and purifying of the race. For 
it seems that the time has come 


in our history when woman's . in- 
fluence must extend. beyond the fire- 
side if she expects to do her work as wife, 
mother and home-maker. Mrs. Lowe said 
in order to protect ourselves against the 
evils of society we must go out and pro- 
test society against the evils that we 
tear. Mrs. Lowe emy.asized the point 
that the interests of women the world over 
are common interests. The humblest wo- 
man in your factory over there may be the 
grandmother of the child who shall pre- 
serve the name Of that family which to- 
‘day prides itself upon its inheritance of 
aristocratic lineage, and thus we see that 
in the great whirlpool if life that the sed- 
iment at the bottom often rises to the top 
and makes the creme de la creme of 
scciety. Mrs. Lowe made a strong argu- 
ment in favor of the democratic principles 
manifested in club life, and said upon the 
subject that one of the interesting lessons 
taught by the late biennial was the fact 
that the great success which has attended 
this organization is due greatly to the 
fact that from the highest officer to the 
humblest club woman in the ranks the line 
is unbroken. That women are valued not 
according to their social position or the 
possessions which money can buy, but at- 
cording to their brains and. their ability 
to become effective workers in the great 
interests of humanity. In conclusion Mrs 

lowe dwelt upon the individual needs of 
the woman today who wishes to join in the 
progressive work of the nineteenth cen- 
tury, and her agument was strong in f3- 
vor of that training int practical affairs of 
life in that large sense which would fit her 
rather to join forces with the men and 
try with them to do the work of uplifting 
and purifying the human race. A woman 
cannot lift mankind higher than she is 
herself, and in order to do her work effec- 
tively she must get that broad training 
which club life gives to women. She con- 
cluded her remarks with the words of that 
beautiful poem of ‘‘She Who Is to Come,’ 

in which the well-rounded woman is s0 
perfectly defined.

SENATE BREAKS ITS RECORD. 


Meets for Twenty-Nine Minutes at a 
Stretch Before Adjourning. 

Sixty seconds more would have kept the 
upper house in session for a full half hour 
yesterday, but they adjourned just that 
much too soon. As it was, however, they 
broke al] records by the length of their sit- 
ting, and did not seem to mind it at all, A 
majority of the members were held over 
during the afternoon by committee meet- 
ings, but a good-sized minority went to the 
circus, where they met a sufficient num- 
ber of the house members to make a quo- 
rum of the general assembly. Had any 
legislation been needed on the spot it could 
have been attended to without interrupting 
the show. for one section of the big tent 
seemed to have been set aside for the law- 
makers. Many of the senators were ac- 
companied by their families. 

Three or four bills of importance were 
presented during the senatorial session. One 
was by Mr. Steed, of the twenty-third, to 
require sleeping car companies doing busi- 
ness in Georgia to provide separate berths 
for white and colored passengers and to 
give the conductor of the train police pow- 
ers over the sleeping car. 

“I introduced this bill,’’ said Mr. Steed, 
“‘In the interest of peace and good order. I 
have seen black negroes in sleeping cars, 
occupying berths adjoining those’ occupied 
by white people, and it caused any amagint 
of ugly talk, and it would have taken but 
a few words to have brought on a conflict. 
I* the companies are required to furnish 
separate compartments it will be better for 
everybody.

Sleeping Car Legislation. 

The sleeping car idea seemed to be con- 
tagious. Mr. Mann, of the forty-fourth, 
introduced a bill that the railroad commis- 
sion be authorized to prescribe rates, rules 
and regulations for all sleeping car com- 
panies doing business in the state. It is 
understood that the bill was presented at 
the request of the commissioners, who in- 
dorsed it in their last annual report. Mr.

A Debate Arises Over the Report of the 
Committee on Rules. 

When Speaker Little called the house to 
order at 12 o'clock noon yesterday there 
were several vacant seats ih the hall show- 
ing that the members to whom they be- 
longed had not returned from their visits 
home. On the call of the roll some twenty- 
five or thirty members failed to respond, 
but in most cases these members represent- 
ed remote counties of the state, and conse- 
quently it was difficult ‘for them to get 
back in time. After prayer by the chaplain, 
Rev. Casper S, Wright, the journal of last 
Saturday's session was read and confirmed. 
These preliminaries over, a message was 
received from the senate announcing the 
concurrence of that body in the amended 
joint resolution extending the thanks of 
the general assembly of Georgia to ex- 
Governor William J. Northen, and to those 
associated with them for the good work 
which they performed in connection with 
the state’s ex‘hibit at Omaha. 

House Rules Adopted. 

Mr. Calvin, of Richmond, chairman of 
the house committee on rules, then sub- 
mitted the report of that committee repre- 
Senting the adoption of the rules of the 
house of 18% and 1897 with these amend- 
ments: 

By striking out of rule 31 the word “ten” 
and inserting in lieu thereof the word 
“three,”” thus reducing the time. allowed 
members in which to explain their votes 
when they desire to do so on the call of 
the yeas and nafs. 

By adding at the end of rule 39 the fol- 
lowing proviso: “‘Provided that house and 
senate bills and resalutions adversely re- 
ported shall not be taken up for a second 
reading except at request of the author of 
guch bill or resolution or of some member 
of the house.

By striking out of rule 199 the words 
“committee on finance’ and substituting 
in lieu thereof the words ‘“‘committee on 
appropriations and committee on ways and 
means.”’ 

By adding at the end of rule 199 the 
words “‘the chairman and the chairman pro 
tem. of the committee on appropriations 
shall be ex-officio membe®s of the commit- 
tee on ways and means and the chairman 
and the chairman pro tem. of the com- 
mittee on ways and means shall be ex- 
officio members of the committee on appro- 
priations.”’

The only change to which any objection 
developed ‘was that dividing the finance 
committee into two committees, one on 
appropriations and the other on ways and 
means.

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they did not think the new arrangement a’ 


good one. It was explained by Mr. Calvin, 
of Richmond, and by the speaker that the 
appropriations committee would have 
charge of all questions of expenditures 
while the ways and means committee would 
have charge of the question of raising 
revenue. The change was adopted with 
only a few votes against it. 

Each of the amendments was then adopt- 
ed separately, and the report of the com- 
mittee was later adopted in full. There 
Was little opposition to any of the changes 
made in the rules, 3 

Death of Mr. Jones, of Dougherty. 

Mr. Tatum, of Dade, next introduced a 
joint resolution providing for the appoint- 
ment of a joint committee consisting of 
five members from the house and three 
from the senate to draft resolutions upon 
the death of Mr. Jones, of Dougherty, 
which occurred during the late recess of the 
general assembly. This joint resolution also 
provided for the ,adjournment of both

There was no opposition to the joint reso- 
lution, and at the request of Mr. Tatum it 
was immediately transmitted to the senate. 

Mr. Denny asked that certain bills indi- 
cated by himself asking for appropriations 
be withdrawn from the committee on the 
Georgia school for the deaf, to which they 
were referred last week, and be referred 
to the committee on appropriations. 
request was granted. 

Mr. Chappell, of Muscogee, introduced a 
resolution providing that all measures here- 
tofore referred to the committee on finance 
be withdrawn from that committee and re- 
ferred to the committee on appropriations 
or to the committee on ways and means. 
This resolution was adopted. 

Next came the announcement of tthe 
standing committees for the- session. These 
will be found elsewhere. When the an- 
nouncement was made the house adjourned 
until this morning at 10 o'clock.

SHOEMAKER GOES: 
TAKES CHECKS 


Mail Carrier at Post Hospital 
Mysteriously Disappears 


OPENER VALUABLE LETTERS 


Tralned Nurses and Patients Missed 
Letters That Should Have Arrived, 


HE 1S WOW PRONOUNCED A DESERTER 


Shoemaker Departed More Than Ten 
Days Ago, but the Matter Has 
Been Kept Quiet—Created a 
Decided Surprise in Lo- 
cal Army Circles. 


JOHN H. SHOPMAKER, A PRIVATE 
of the hospital corps stationed at Fort 
McPherson, and the man who for several 
months past has been in charge of the 
mail coming to the hospitals, has disap- 
peared from the barracks, and with him 
has gone a number of checks for various de- 
nominations, amounting in all to at least 
$100, and probably much more. 

For sOme time past the patients in the 
hospital and some of the trained nurses 
have been missing letters that came with 
great regularity preggous tH the time that 
Private Shoemaker was made the mail 
carrier for the hospita), but no suspicion 
attached to the man, and the failure of the 
letters to appear was accounted to the de- 
lay and neglect of the postoffice depart- 
ment. 

On Sunday, October 30th, Shoemaker dis- 
appeared from the barracks, but for some 
days his absence was accounted for on the 
theory that the mail carrier was in the 
city and that he would return before the 
end of ten days, the time allowed a sol- 
dier before he is declared a deserter. The 

absence of Shoemaker at last

dered the room in which the man was quar- 
tered to be searched to ascertain whether 
or not he had taken away his persona] ef- 
fects. The examination disclosed the fact 
that Shoemaker had not only disappeared 
with all his property, but between the 
blankets of his bed was found a pile of 
containing twenty-five communi- 
cations in all, addressed to patients who 
the hospital or to the trained 


letters, 


were in 
nurses. 
All the Letters Opened. 

The letters were all found to be opened, 
cleverly unsealed to avoid detection, and 
while the writing was contained in each 
letter, the checks issued by the govern- 
ment were missing. It appears that the 
mail carrier was particularly adept in 
judging whether or not a letter contained 
money in one form or the other, and the 
evidence of his expertness on this line was 
disclosed in the discovery that the majority 
of the letters found in his room stated that 


checks or money was contained in the en- 


velope. 

Five of the trained rurses believe that 
they were robbed in this manner since they 
missed letters on the first of each month 
that would have enntained checks on the 
government, issued by the surgeon general 
at Washington, paying them for 
their services at the post. The 
matter of the disappearance of 
Shoemaker thas. been kept quiet at 
Fort McPherson for the past week, the 
officials thinking that if Shoemaker was 
in Atlanta he wovld finally return, not 
suspecting that he had been caught up 
with, but that if he was in the city and 
the matter was_~ given publicity he 
would leave on the earliest train for other 
parts. 

Day before yesterday the ten days al- 
lowed the missing man to return before 
he was declared a deserter expired, and he 
is now amenable to the government both 
on the ground of opening the mail and of 
deserticn. 

Information was received at the post 
Tuesday leading the Officials to believe 
that Shoemaker his gone to Arizona, and 
it was rumored tnat he was on his way to 
Australia, but the officers at the post do 
not put much credence in their informa- 
tion, 

The men of the hospital corps and the 
troops of the Fifth infantry in camp at 
the post are wrought up over the disap- 
pearance of Shoemaker.and it is likely that 
if he was found by them he would be 
subjected to rough treatment. 

An acting hospital ‘steward at the post, 
in speaking of Shoemaker, said yesterday 
that the man was never liked by thé men 
of the hospital and that his actions at 
times were enough to make the officers 
suspicious of him. He said: “It was a 
surprise to us that Shoemaker was allowed 
to hold his position as mail carrier as long 
as he was.” 

May Have Taken Large Sums. 

It is possible that Shoemaker has made 
way with a large amount of money in 
checks and other collateral, since he has 
held the position of mail carrier for some 
months and had the opportunity to take 
what letters: he thought valuable. It is im- 
possible for the officers to find out at the 
present time how much money is missing 
even of the amount and denomination of 
the government checks that have been for- 
warded to nurses and officials of the hos- 
pital from Washington. The authorities 
at Washington have doubtless been notified 
of the disappearance of Shoemaker by this 
time and an investigation will be started 
in that case to find what checks have 
been sent to Fort McPherson. 

In regard to the small sums of money 
sent to soldiers in the hospitals by their 
fumilies and friends while they were ill 
and .without funds, the loss through the 
sudden departure of Shoemaker will never 
be known. The total amount lost in this 
way probably reached a large figure during 
tNe time’ that Shoemaker filled the post of 
mail carrier, 

In the meantime efforts will be made by 
the government to locate the deserter and 
suspected thief, and ‘between the two of- 
fenses with which he is charged it is cer- 
tain that the man will fare hard in case 
he is caught,
